HORRIBLE AFFRAY AND LOSS OF LIFE. | 

By the passengers and officers of the steamboat Ot- | 
ter, we have the following particulars of a serious af- 
fray, which occurred in Bellview, I. T. two miles be- 
low Galena, on Wednesday last, the Ist of April. | 
The eircumstances are thus stated: 

lt has long been known that there was a party of 
desperadoes, horse thieves, counterfeiters, &c. in 


that quarter. Aman by the name of W. W. Brown, | 
kept a tavern in Bellview, and was believed to be the | 
head of the gang, his house forming the half way | 
house in their passage up and down the river. When! 
a lorse was stolen, it was brought to Brown's and 
sold to him, generally in the presence of some of the 


gang, who would swear to his purchase and immedi-

Palmer, Mr. Maxwell, and Mr. Vaughan. Mr. E. |

Five or six fires passed between the assailants and 
Brown's party.

After the, lapse of a few min- | 
utes the assailants forced open the doors and suc-| 
ceeded in capturing a number of the men in the| 
house,

There were appearances of a 
storm, and a steamboat just from Oswego, was firing 
up, to move from her pier to one of more security. 
A spark from her chimney set fire to some shavings, 
among the new. warehouses, contiguous, and a 
fire which consumed about 70 buildings was the re- | 
sult. 

Among the property destroyed were from 12 to 
15,000 barrels of flour and other produce in store. 
The furniture of the steamer Great Britain, which 
was in one of the warehouses, was lost. The captain 
of the American Steamboat, left the port immediate- 
ly, by advice of his friends, to avoid threatened vio- 
lence ; and his vessel was the first bearer to Oswego 
of the account of the mischief of which she had been 
the accidental cause.

Not far from this, in a 
jungle near a small tank, Lieutenant C. found 
the track of a deer. He got some of the villa- 
gers to beat the cover, and a large spotted deer 
jumped out, which he fired at and wounded. — 
While re-loading the gun, he heard the deer 
making a sort of hooping noise; he went soft- 
ly into the jungle, followed closely by his horse- 
keeper, carrying his double barrelled gun, and 
after advancing about twenty paces through 
thick bushes, when he raised his’ head to loek 
for the deer, he saw four yards from him, the 
glaring eyes of a huge panther, and then the 
whole body, setting him just as the spaniel sets 
game. Lieutenant C. first aimed at the breast, 
but before he could fire, the animal raised up 
his fore parts and looked steadily at his adver. 
sary over its shoulder. The gallant huntsman 
fired both barrels into the shoulder, and then cal- 
led for his second gun; but before he could re- 
ceive it the wounded animal sprang upon him 
parried the blow aimed it at with the butt of the 
gun, and struck the Lieutenant to the ground with 
a blow that felt like the stroke of a tent-mallet, 
and which broke to pieces the powder-horn in his 
pocket.

Tie waited until half the snake was 
out of the coil or lump, and then fired both bar- 
rels. One ball entered immediately behind the 
eye, and the other about four inches from the 
head. The whole coil instantly fell, and re- 
vealed the poor dog crushed to death within the 
folds.

Having with some difficulty 
mustered a little band, he returned and brought 
out the snake, the dog, and a spotted deer that 
the snake had killed; the scent of which had 
probably tempted the dog.
